Daylight saving tim** 
adopted annually as. a summer­ 
time measure by sections and municipalities in more than 
half the IX states— will go into effect early Sunday morn­ 
ing. 
While this change is a temporary local measure, it calla 
attention to the fact that man-devised time belts have been 
moving westward. 
In the United States, shifts in time zone 
boundaries, ordered only after study of the local factors in­ 
volved, have eau.sis I the zones to creep steadily westward 
since 1918. notes the National Geographic Society. 
Each 
such shift in effect brings permanent daylight saving to 
the area included. 
In October, 1918. the Interstate Commerce Commission 
first defined the time lamndaries for the United States. • Its 
authority to determine the zones and change them when 
necessary came from the Standard Time Ar t passed by Con­ 
gress the preceding March. 
Prior to this legislation, the 
four time zones—eastern, central, mountain and 
Pacific, 
using "sun” time at Hie 75th, 99th, 105th and 120th meridi­ 
ans respectively—had been in use by the nation’s railroads 
for nearly 35 years. 
1C( directives, averaging one a year since 1919, have 
concerned changes in time zone boundaries. 
Nine affected 
the line in Ohio, nudging it westward from the center of the 
state in 1919 until, finally, all Ohio came into the eastern 
time zone. 
In 1922 the city of Detroit and in 1985 the entire lower 
peninsula of Michigan moved from the central to the eastern 
zone. 
Other westward shifts of the same boundary in 19U 
brought western Georgia to eastern time, and in 1947 and 
1949 put the western tips of Virginia and North Carolina on 
the eastern seaboard's time, along with small additional por­ 
tions of eastern Tennessee and Kentucky. 
.Similarly, changes ordered from 1921 on brought west­ 
ern parts of Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas and North Dakota 
fmni the mountain to the central zone; and western Mon­ 
tana and southern Idaho from Pacific to mountain time. 
lienee, today’s map of U.S. Standard Time hells plainly 
shows the westward shift in comparison with the same map 
of 1919. 
'I’he western, central and mountain belts now lie 
••“mve-fourths or more to the west of the meridians on which 
their respective times are based. The Pacific l>elt, originally 
land-heavy to the east of its 120th meridian axis, is now al­ 
most in I adance.

Astonishingly, 
about 24.300 reader* w ent out of 
their way* to note th e ir answers 
—which is a very high percent­ 
age, considering that the ques­ 
tions were printed only once. 
The first question was: 
"W ould you vole for President 
Trum an if he w ere up for re­ 
election today?" 
The replies showed that 95 per 
cent of the men and 9S.7 per cent 
of the women would not today 
vote for H arry T rum an. 
In the 
1948 election, N ebraska went Re­ 
publican, but by no such vote as 
this. 
Actually, this is what hap­ 
pened in 1948: 
Dewey .................... 
264,774 
Trum an ................. 
224.185 
T he shift In public opinion is 
therefore 
enorm ous. 
W hat 
is 
even 
mure astonishing- is that 
Dean Acheson is not quite as un­ 
popular in this O m aha poll as 


President Trum an. 
To the ques­ 
tion as to his suitability, the vote 
th a t he is unsuitable runs 94.1 
per cent 
men; 
94.3 
per 
cent 
women. 
Going to the 16th question, we 
read: 
“Would you vote for a m ilitary 
man for president?" 
To this the 
replies show a m arked difference 
of opinion. 
The men show th at 
49.2 per cent would vote for a 
m ilitary man; surprisingly, the 
women run just about as the men 
do, 49.5 per cent. Roughly, then, 
it shows th at about half of these 
people oppose a m ilitary man for 
president, which is im portant, be­ 
cause the only m ilitary man who 
Is now an active candidate for 
the presidency is General Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. If the voters hold 
to that ratio in 1952. Eisenhower 
could not be elected. 
However, 
1952 is fat off and no conclusions 
could be reached now as to w hat 
will be the atm osphere then. Pol­ 
iticians, however, do take such 
{tolls a* these seriously, for they 
are in the business of eliminating 
unfavorable chances. 
The real issue of the day is ex­ 
pressed in this ballot in a direct 
and tersely w ritten question: 
"Do you think m oral and ethi­ 
cal standards in American public 


service are declining?" 
On this proposition th# vote 
ran "Yes" for 89 per cent of the 
men and 89 per cent of the wo­ 
men. Herein lies the President's 
most stressed weakness. 
He has 
lost the confidence of the people. 
He has given the Impression of 
being incapable of producing an 
efficient and honest adm inistra­ 
tion. The so-called practical poli­ 
tics, as played by his entourage, 
does not impress the people 
as 
practical at ail. 
It is possible, objectively, to 
say th at it is no great shucks thai 
a Presidential steno got herself a 
mink coat and that it has hap­ 
pened before. 
As a m atter of 
fact, gifts are accepted by pub­ 
lic officials and their hired help 
often, particularly the President 
who gets turkeys for Thanksgiv­ 
ing and such. 
It is all taken in 
good spirit. 
\Vhj then has such a rum pus 
been kicked up by thi$ particular 
fur coat? 
The only answer can 
be that the suspicion is growing 
among the people th at the fur 
coat is not an instance but a sym ­ 
bol. 
It is a symbol of constant 
but unproven corruption. 
This 
attitude will not die down nor 
can the smearing of those who 
speak of it affect public opinion.

direct by Mac­ 
Arthur. did not defend his state­ 
ment but the i>entagon resorted 
to a leak-to-a-favored-newspaper- 
device -to ridicule but not to ans­ 
wer MacArthur. The people find 
it hard to know whom to believe 
in such circumstances and won­ 
der if they are not being fooled 
all the time. 
Our people do not like being 
fooled.

Day lii^ht sav ing time— ado pted annually as a summer­ 
time measure by sectio ns and municipalities in mo re than 
half the 4 8 states— will go into effect early Sunday mo rn­ 
ing. 
While this cliange is a tempo rary lo cal measure, it calls 
attentio n to the fact that man-dev ised time belts hav e been 
mo v ing westwai-d. 
In the United States, shifts in time zo ne 
bo undaries, o rdered o nly after study o f the lo cal facto rs in­ 
v o lv ed, hav e causetl the zo nes to creep steadily westward 
since 19 18 , no tes the Natio nal (ieo graphic So ciety . 
Each 
such shift in effect brings peiinanent day light sav ing to 
the area included. 


In Octo ber, 19 18 , the Interstate Co mmerce Co mmissio n 
fiist defined the time bo undaries fo r the United States. • Its 
autho rity to determine the zo nes and change them when 
necessaiy came fro m the Standard Time Act passed by Co n­ 
gress the pi-eceding March. 
Prio r to this legislatio n, the 
fo ur time zo nes— eastern, central, mo untain 
and 
Pacific, 
using “ .sun*’ time at the 7 bth, 9 htli. l(» 5 th and 120th meridi­ 
ans respectiv ely — had been in use by the natio n’s railro ads 
fo r nearly 35 y ears. 


ICC directiv es, av eraging o ne a y ear since 19 19 , h aw 
co nceimed ciianges in time zo ne bo undaries. 
Nine affected 
the line in Ohio , nudging it westwaiti fio m the center o f the 
state in 19 19 until, finally , all Oluo came into the eastern 
time zo ne. 


In 19 22 the city o f Detro it and in 19 30 the entire lo wer 
peninsula o f Michigan mo v ed fro m the central to tlie eastern 
Z(» ne.
